INTERNATIONAL CROOKED- 
NESS. 
FALSE MAPS, 
Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune. 

Wastixnoron, D. C., Feb, 3.—In a diseus- 
sion of the chages relating to falsification of 
the fishery statistics in the Canadian Parlia- 
ment, allusions have been made to the falsi- 
fication of the maps used in determining the 
Northwest boundry question.which was set- 
tled by the Webster-Ashburton | treaty. 
Americans have been charged with conceal- 
ing a map, thereby giving the United States 

treater possessions than entitled. In refa- 
tation of this charge it can be said that, a 
few years since an English Government map 
was found in the British Museum of an 
earlier date than ours which gave to the 
United Statés the boundary claimed. 
Tiere is a later ease of map 
falsification. The Straits which are 
the boundary between Washington 
Territory and Vaneouver’s Land were in dis- 
pute for years. By the Treaty of Washing- 
ton the Emperor of Germany was selected as 
arbitrator in the controversy. He decided in 
out favor. During the procéedings a map 
wis produced by che British authorities by 
which the boundary line was moved about 
twenty-five miles from the one allowed by 
the Emperor, and to our disadvantage, as 
several small islands would have fallen to 
Great Britain. Had this map been true, it 
would never have been rejected by the Im- 
perial arbitrator.

Tug arrest of Davitt and the temporary 
stispension of thirty-two Irish members of 
Parliament from the House of Commons 
for their opposition to the “ cloture mt 
resolution of Mr. Gladstone, indicate 
beyond u doubt that the British Gov- 
ernment. has made up its mind to 
Wage an ageressive warfare on the 
‘Land League. The ruling of the Speak- 
er on the previous day in eutting off 
debate on. the Irish Coercion bill, or rather 
the motion for its introdaction, is admitted 
to be without precedent. The London Times 
even admits it. The whole course of 
procedure was arbitrary, unjust, with- 
out warrant, and tyrannical. Mr. Giad- 
stone and Mr. Forster seem to have 
lost all control of their tempers. Instead of 
proceeding in the regular way and according 
to the forms of the House, they proceed in 
an Indirect way and contrary to the rules 
governing any deliberative assembly. 
When Mr. Parnell, who, as the leader 
of the great majority of the Irish 
people, supposed to be part and parcel 
of the Queen’s subjects, asked Sir William 
Harcourt a legitimate question yesterday, he 
was contemptuously denied an answer. The 
seenes which followed have not been 
equaled in the House of Commons 
since Cromwell drove out the mem- 
bers who were objectionable to him. 
Granted that Parnell and his colleagues were 
acting the part of obstructives, they were act- 
ing according to the rales of the House.

for a certain designated and specific position 
—namely : the Secretaryship of the Treasury. 
The objections to the selection of Mr. Wilson 
for that piace imply no attack upon his rep- 
utation or good intentions, but are precisely 


the same as those which he himself advanced 


when he was offered the position of Secre- 
tary of State by President Grant twelve years 
ago. He said then that he Had no special 
knowledge of the duties of the office, 
and that his experience and traiviing 
did not lie in that direction. The same is 
true of Mr. Wilson’s present relations to the 
Treasury Department. He has been wheliy 
out of public life during the most critical pe- 
riod of our financial history, and even when 
he was in Congress his attention was direct- 
ed rather to details of interior and domestic 
administration than to questions of public 
financé in general. Mr. Wilson would be 
in some respects peculiarly qualified to dis- 
charge the duties of the Interior Office; al- 
though he might feel embarrassed to accept 
it by reason of his confidential, legal, and 
lobby relations with the Pacific Railroads, 
which are directly supervised by that Depart- 
ment. As his absence from publie life has 
prevented: bim from having the necessary 
knowledge of the condition of the finances 
which the Secretary of the Treasuty ought 
to possess, so his private occupations in the 
interior have disqualified him; even in his 
own Opinion we presume, from sitting 
in jadgment on the vast corporations 
created and controlled by Government. 
Leaving out the two offices in question, there- 
fore, and the Secrétaryship of State, for 
which Mr. Wilson himself disclaims any 
special capacity, there remain a number of 
othee Cabinet positions for which he is fit, 
and his appointment to any one of them 
Would 6xXclté no spetial criticism. If the

THE COUNT OF ELECTORAL VOTES. 

Congress has practically agreed upon a 
makeshift for the declaration of the result of 
thé late Presidential election, in the absence 
of specific constitutional direction as to how 
the Electoral votes shall be counted, Fort- 
unately the choice of Gen. Garfield was so 
emphatic that there was no room for any dis- 
pute or partisan trickery. Nevertheless the 
Denivcratic leaders made a desperate but 


thus exeluding the Executive and Judiciary 
Departments of the Government from pass- 
ing thereon—which would have enabled either 
House of Congress to reject the vote ot any 
State. The gentlemen who urged this course 
protested that they had no sinister design in 
the proposition, but the Republicans eficient- 
ly and very properly resisted the procedure. 
The rule was unfair and dangerous, notwith- 
standing it was substantially the same in 
operation as the twenty-second joint rule, 
which the Republicans adopted some years 
ago asa sort of emergency measure; there 
was no necessity for it in the present case, 
and, if not intended to give the partisan ma- 
jority in Congress an advantage to which it 
is not entitled, then there was not even the 
explanation of selfishness to account for the 
Deniocratic persistence. When, however, 
the Democrats became convinced that they 
could not pass the Morgan proposition, they 
agreed in caucus upon the following nitthod, 
which was promptly passed by the Senate: 


Be it resolved by the Senate, the House of Repre- 
sentatives conturrity, That the two Houses of 
Con shall assemble in the ball of the House 
of Representatives on Wednesday, the 9th, of 
February, 1881, at 12 m., and the President of the 
Senate shall be presiding Officer; that One person 
be appointed teller on the part of the Senate and 
two on the part of the House of Kepresentatives 
to make a list of the votes as they sball be de- 
clared; that the result shall be : that 
the result shall be delivered to the President of 
the Senate, who shall annownce the stute of the 
vote, and the persons el , to the two Houses 
assembled. as aforesaid, which shall be deemed a 
declaration of the persons elected President and 
Vice-President of the United States, and. to- 
gether with the lists of votes, be entered in the 
journal of the two Houses. 

Sec. 8 Bag mt ‘that if it shall appear that 
any ge Electors for President and V (ee 

ident. of thé United States have been given 
on a day other than that fixed for the casting of 
such votes by act of Congress, in pursuance of 
the Constitution of the United States, and if the 
counting or omitting te count such votes shall 
not essentially chan nied to e result of the election, 
they shall be repo the President of the 
Senate in the — . manner: Were the 
votes of Electors, cast on the — day of —, 
1880, to be counted, the result would , for A 
B, for President of the United States, —— votes, 
and for C D, tor President of the United 
States, —— v : if not eotinted, the result 
would be, for A B, for President or the United 
States, —— votes, for © D, tor President of the 
United States, —— votes, bat in either event, 
— is elected President «f the United States,’ 
and in the same manner for V ice- President.” 


This plan is practically an acquiescence in 
the Republican position, so far as the pres- 
ent count is concerned. The situation 18 
such that it is not neressary for anybody to 
assume jydicial functions in the declaration 
of the result. It is a mere matter of opening 
certificates that are not disputed, enumerat- 
ing the votes, and announcing the aggre- 
gates. The only exception isin the case of 
Georgia, where thé Presidential Electors 
met and voted one week later than the date 
prescribed by law. The second section of 
the above resolution provides for this case in 
the saine manner in which former complica- 
tions in the case of Michigan and Wisconsin 
were decided; and there is no disposition in 
either party to oppose this method, simply 
because the vote of Georgia cannot e. 
the result. 

While it is fortunate that the open ques. 
tion as to how the Presidential vote shall be 
counted has been settled by common consent 
for temporary purposes, it still remains to

There ought to be a general agreement in 
Congress and out of Congress that the whole 
question, of electing the President of the 
United States sheuld be revised and simpli- 
fied by an amendment to the Constitution. 
Such a scheme should include (1) the exten- 
sion of the Presidential term to six years 
with ineligibility to consecutive reélection ; 
(2) hxing the Congressional terms so that the 
Congress chosen at the same time as the 
President should be intrusted with the 
counting of the Electoral vote and, the 
declaration of the result, instead of reposing 
that duty in a Oongress elected two years 
before; (3) removing the confusing fiction of 
voting for a number of Electors in every State, 
and substituting therefor a certain number 
of Electoral votes to be determined by dis- 
tricts, with two for the state at large, the 
whole vote of the State to be counted as now; 
(4) providing that, in cases of dispute, the 
Electoral votes shall be determined in each 
State by thé highest tribunal before certifica- 
tion to Congress; and (5) limiting the voice 
of Congress as far as possible to the mere 
administrative duty of opening and counting 
the votes and declaring the result as thus as- 
certained, without authority to reverse or dis- 
pate it.

THE CHICAGO SEWAGE PROSLEM AND 

| PREAMBLE. 

The Mann whereases-and-bill, or joint reso- 
lution, relative to Chicago sewage and the 
canal, which has passed the State Senate, is 
objectionable ratiier on account of the exag- 
gerated and otit-of-place preamble it contains 
than the cone nit reaches in tie shape 
in which it wa aur passed. To state the 
case in brief, this lution provides only 
conditionally eféction of sluice-gates 
toempty the waters of the Desplaines and 
Calumet Feeder into the canal, but requires 
that the Canal Commissioners shall first 
satisfy themselves that the City of Chicago 
does not intend to furnish pumps to flood the 
canal from the Chicago River at the rate of 
60,000 cubic feet per minute. The Canal 
Commissioners are instructed to accept 
such provision of a water-supply in lieu of 
the other expedients, and to take care of thé 
water thus furnished. The addition that the 
State reserves the right to require the City 
of Chicago in future years to take care of its 
sewagethrough other channels“ has no bar- 
ticular significance, and in no way affects 
the present situation. 

It is unfair to Chicago, however, to permit 
Senator Munn’s extravagant generalizations 
about Chicago sewage and the injury it does 
to other portions of the State to go on record 
without protest. The résolution, in this re- 
spect, draws upon the rural imagination to 
almost a ridiculous extent when it asserts as 
follows: 


WHEREAS, Said sewage, in an entirely unde- 
com posed and putrid mass, is curried by the cur-

WHEREAS, Careful investigation leads our peo- 
ple to fear that an epidemic muy spread over said 
section of the State of [llinvis fram the causes 
above etated; and 

WaHereas, In addition to the above distress, 
there has been à great 1088 to rty, business 
industries, and to the communities in said region, 
by reason of the causes herein mentioned. 


If the condition of things were half or 
quarter as bad as Senator Munn has set 
forth in this stump-speech, it is evident that 
the City of Chicago would necessarily be a 
sort of huge pest-liouse, swept and deci- 
mated by river exhalations. If there is not 
sufficient flow of water in the canal to carry 
off the sewage, then it stands to reason that 
this sewage must exist in greater volume 
and more offensive shape in the Chicago 
River, and in the midst of this community, 
than it does at Peoria, Joliet, and ipferme- 
diate cities, where but a small part of it has 
been carried. and that in a condition atleast 
partially deodofized. But if this small part, 
partially deodorized, is so impure and foul 
at Peoria and other points as to spread the 
germs of disease,“ “ cause illness,” *“* poison 
the blood,” and - debilitate the systems” of 
200,000 people, then it follows that the 600,000 
people of Cook County must be even more 
seriously threatened and damaged by the 
larger and fouler accumulation in the Chi- 
cago River. The facts do not Wear out the 
logical conclusion of Mr. Munn’s declama- 
tory preamble. 

Sta- 
tistics compiled by the National Board of 
Health show for the vear ending Nov. 1.

This Committee of lawyers were true to 
the instincts of the träde; no “ union” of 
éoal-heavers could have been more faithful 
to their æuild than the majority of this Com- 
Inittee. How to promote the interests of the 
craft, and how to increase the costs and busi- 
ness of the profession, and how to instigate 
litigation and multiply lawsuits, were the 
ruling and governing motives of their action | 
on this ball. 

The Constitution authorized the establish 
ment of Appellate Courts, but exéepted cer- 
tain elasses of cases to which appeais should 
be taken to the Supreme Coutt. The ConSti- 
tution, by inference, clearly intended that, 
outside of the excepted classes of cases, ap- 
peals might de taken to these Appellate 
Courts, whose decision should be final. The 
object Was to repress, instead öt encourag- 
ing, litigation and the costs and delays of Liti- 
gation. But the impeeunious lawyers of the 
Legislature propose to make the Appellate 
Courts a means of increasing the costs and 
delays of litigation, if not inviting and en- 
couraging increased lawing. 

The law as it now stands provides for 
four Appellate Courts of three Judges each: 
each Court meeting in a separate district. 
These Courts have jurisdiction of all matters 
of appeal or writs of érror ‘from the final 
jndginents, orders, and decrees ot the Cir- 
cuit and other Courts of the State in all cases 
at law of in equity, other than in criminal 
cases, and cases involving a franchise or a 
freehold, or the validity of A statute. In the 
cases of Which these Appellate Courts have 
jurisdiction, their judgments aré not final, 
except where the judgment appealed from 
is for a less sum than $1,000, 

It will be seen, therefore, that the Appel- 
late Courts, at the most, intercept appeals to 
the Supreme Court only in cases where the 
judgment of the lower Courts is for less than 
$1,000, and even in these cases the Courts 
have the right in their discretion to grant 
appeals. 1 

The law, however, provides that, except 
where the Appellate Court reverses a jude ; 
ment, no Written opinion shall be required. 
This last brovislon has been the wisest of 
all the legislation. It has relieved the Court 
of the wholly useless labor of writing opin- 
ions in all cases where the judgment below 
is affirmed, and the Appellate Court law has 
therefore had the effect of releasing the Su- 
preme Court from the labor of considering and 
of filing written opinions in all the appeal 
eases where the judgment, below. was for less 
sums than $1,000, 

If the Legislature would now extend to 
} the Supreme Court the mereiful exemption 
from filing written opinions in any of the 
appeals brought before it, except where the 
judgment below is reversed, an immensity 
of labor would be saved, a vast amount of 
useless reporting would be. spared, ahd the 
transaction of the business of the Court 
would be greatly expedited. Instead of pro- 
posing a bill of this beneficial kind, to ac- 
compl ish this wise and proper reform, a ma- 
jority of this committee of lawyers. has 
recommended a return to the old system of 
appeals to the Supreme Court of everything 


by the Judges of the Appellate and Supreme 
Courts in all cases, in order to multiply law- 
suits, increase lawyers’ fees. delay justice, 
and plunder litigants,

THE DEADLY-WEAPON BILL, 
Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune, 

SPRINGFIELD, III., Feb. 3.—The House met 
this morning at the usual hour and took up 
its business where it left off the day before— 
vin with the consideration of the Deadly- 
Weapon bill, offered by Morris, of Hardin.

SUGGESTIONS FROM THE SUPREME 
JUDGES, 
Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune, 

SPRINGFIELD, III., Feb. 3.—The following 
is the communication made through Gov. 
Cullom to the General Assembly from the 
Judges of the Supreme Court, suggesting the 
constitutional forms of three bills designed 
to remedy certain existing defects and oimis- 
sions in the laws, an absiract of which was 
sent yesterday. Twoof them will be found 
ot considerable interest to Cook County: 

To His Excellency Shelby M. Cullom, Governor 
of Illinois; The Judges of the Supreme Court are 
directed, by a provision of our Constitution. to 
report, in writing, to the Governor such defects 
and omissions in the laws as they may find to 
exist, together with appropriate forms of bilis 
to cure the same. 

We find tio express provision of the statute au- 
thorizing two or more Judges of the Criminal 
Court of Cook County, each to hold a separate 
brunch of said Court at the same time. The 
great amouut of business in that Court renders 
it absolutely necessary, to the speedy adminis- 
tration of justice, that this should be done, and, 
lest the power to do so under the present statute 
might be ques ed, it seeinsprudent that an ex- 
press statute should be enacted sanction that 
mode of procedure. Our attention is called to 
this by a communication from several of the 
Judwes of that Court. 

The eighteenth section of the thirteenth di- 
vision of the Criminal Code, as it now stands, in 
its operation upon the business of the Criminal 
Court of Cook County—its terms being monthly 
—requires absolutely the discharge within a few 
months of a prisoner beld by that Court upon 
any criminal charge in all cases where the pruse- 
cution is pot prepared to try such accused; 
whereas, in‘counties where the terms occur but 
twice a year, the Rhoprisonment ina like case 
may extend to eighteen months. No reason is 
perceived why so great a difference should pre- 
vail in cases so much alike. 

Our attention is called to this, aleo, by a com- 
munication from some of the Judges of that 
Court. . 

The present statute in relation to the time of 
filing transcripts of records in the Supreme 
Court, in cases of appeal, does not require such 
transcripts to be filed until the second day of the 
term of the Court. This causes delay in the 

reparation of the cause for argument and 

earing. This feature of the statute originared 
many years ago, when we had no express com- 
panies, no raiiroads, and but few stage lines: 
and, under such circumstances, this provision 
was perhaps essential to the convenience of the 
members of the Bar. Now. that the facilities of 
communication are more abundant, such delay 
is wholly unnecessary, and cuuses are more 
readily 2 for oral argument if the tran- 
scripts filed, as a general rule, before the 
beginning of the term. 

e have prepared and herewith send you 
three bills deemed appropriate to cure the de- 
fects to which we refer. All which is respect- 
fuily submitted in behalf of the Judges of the 
Supreme Court.

WriiiAmsport, Pa., Feb. 3.—The execn- 
tion of George Smith and Catherine Miller, 
for the murder of Andrew Miller, the latter’s 
husband, took place in the County Jail yard 
at 11:20 this morning. The fall broke their 
necks. They died without a struggle,—Mrs. 
Miller in seven minutes, and Smith in ten 
minutes, 

The Revs. Bright and Reeser attended them, 
and read short statements from them on the 
Scaffold. Smith acknowledged he did the 
killing, and Mrs. Miller laid the plan. Mrs. 
Miller's statement simply called on others to 
take warning by her fate, and did not allude 
to the crime. 

After hanging twenty-five minntes the 
ae were cut down, and removed by their 
friends, 


SMITH, | 
although much troubled in mind this morn- 
ing, said he was prepared to die; that Mrs. 
Miller was as much to blame as he was; 
and he murdered Miller at her solicita- 
tion. A Statement to this effect was 
read from the scaffold. On the way to the 
gallows Mrs. Miller became so weak that 
those with her were compelled to assist her. 
Smith also showed physical and mental 
weakness.

THE MURDERED MAN. 

The old man was hanging from à beam by 
a rope, which was passed. twice around the 
beam tied under it in a lumberman’s 
knot. Miller was in his stocking-feet. A 
pair of overshoes belonging to him were at 
one side of the barn, as i they had been 
taken off and carefully placed there. Mil- 
ler’s jaw was broken, and there was a bad 
cut on the back of his neck, On the outside 


of the barn there was blood in the snow and 


marks as if some one had staggered about. 
A plank in the barn floor gave evidence of 
having been taken up. It was hoisted by 
some of the men present, A child’s apron 
was found beneath it, covered with blood, 
It was plain that Miller could not have in- 
flicted the injuries upon himself, and then 
hanged himself. The belief was general that 
he had been murdered. An investigation 
was commenced. The suspicion against 
George Smith and Mrs. Miller was so strong 
that they were both arrested. A little while 
after a negro named John Brown was ar- 
rested on suspicion of being also concerned 
in the crime.

The value of capital asa fly-wheel tosteady the 
markets over seasons of dullness was never more 
strongly marked than now. The grain markets 
of the Old World are flat, there being scarcely 
any demand at home and littie disposition 
to accept offers made from this side of the 
Atlantic. Surplus capital is engaged in carry- 
ing what is at present claimed to be a big sur- 
plus of breadstuffs over the dull period toa 
time when they will be in better demand. The 
fear of capital, too, restrains those who are bear- 
ishly disposed; they would sel the markets 
down to a very low point but that they are 
afraid of being caught by men who are abie and 
always willing to buy at low prices, and insist on 
the delivery of the property. This fear more 
than anythitig else now prevents wheat from 
dropping, under the depressing advices from 
abroad.

West Derere, Wis., Feb. 2.—“ In time of 
peace prepare for war,“ is a trite saying: not 
less, however, than this: “In time of prosperity 
prepare for adversity.” 

In this country more than any other in the 
world we are liable to great commercial fluctua- 
tions, reverses, and panics, the causes of which 
are always to be attributed to certain excesses 
that if understood in their effects might have 
saved the country the distress and loss that 
always follows their culmination in a crisis or 
panic. To avoid these distressing reverses with 
all of toss, discomfort, and ruin that follows 
their recurrence would be an inestimable 
biessing to our country. That it is possible is as 
certain as that the laws of progress and com- 
merce are immutable. 

Let the Government provide for a Finance 
Bureau, charged with t responsible duty of 
gathering from all sources facts and statistics 
relating to the movement of all products, 
the 1 of’ all mines, of all in- 
dustrial enterprises, and everyth else 
that . constitutes any part 0 the 
countrys wealth, income, industry, or 
accumulations. From these facts, properly 
compiled and scientifically clasified, a competent 
Bureau would become high authority as judges 
of the probabilities of the future; be enabled to 
advise upon financial matters from a judgment 
based and formed upon a data compreheuding 
the facts of the present compared with the ex- 
perience of the past. 

It is not my purpose to diseuss in detail the 
pian or merit of such a Bureau, but rather to 
suggest its possibie value and the importance to 
the country of some course that will protect us 
against the evils of excesses that are certain to 
result in panic and commercial disaster.

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Drainage and Pure Water. 
To the Editor of The Chicago Tribune. 
New Yor, Jan. #1.—During the past year 
Tun TRIBUNE bas done me the honor to publish 
a series of letters on the above subject. 


South Branch to the river below Joliet, would 
cause a constant current of lake water to course 
through the city, which, when the Chicago River 
becomes purified thereby, would only be bur- 
dened with the daily sewuge of the city, and 
which would be nearly imperceptible in such a 
current; and that this would effectually stop 
the outtiow toward the crib, and thus pure water 
and perfect drainage would be accomplished for 
all time to come. 

I also stated my expectation that engineers, 
through jealousy or interest, would oppose, or 
ignore, or else appropriate, any plan, or project, 
or suggestions not their own, and that “ conse- 

uentiy this improvement would be 2 back 
or years, and thus many lives would be lost and 
the growth of the city retarded,” The truth of 
tnis assertion is illustrated by the report of the 
Committee of the Citizens’ Association on main- 
drainage, which was recently pubtished in THe 
Trrpcne. At the time those letters were pub- 
lished I received letters from the Secretary of 
the Citizens’ Association saying that my letters 
had been publiciyread in the meetings of the 
Association with much interest, and that the 
ideas and suggestions therein would be embodied 
in the report on the subject of main-drai 
This was the view of the sensible men cOmposing 
that Association; but, when engineers were 
called in, the plain, simple, a intelligible 
propositions contained in those letters were 
ignored, and a mass of 8 words which 
darken counsel, is the result. ‘The fact is, there 
is no profession or pursuitin which there is so 
much quackery and arrogance and imposition 
as among so-called civil engineers. A lawyer is 
one who is thorough in bis studies and who has 
something to study, and he must be candid in 
his presentations and arguments. The astrono- 
mer Must and can be exact in his calculations of 
the movements of the heavenly bodies. The 

hysician tries to learn and has something to 
earn, and does learn from whatever source 
knowledge can be obtained. Shipbuilders, con- 
structors of machinery, manufacturers, and 
mechanics, including hog slaughterers as well, 
go forward with constant improvements 
through new discoveries and inventions. But 
what can be said of the horde of modern brief- 
less civil engineers? Apart from mensuration 
and drawing, as applied to a projected work, the 
term civil engineer has no meaning. When a 
great work is\ projected, say a railway, an en- 
gineer, or more propériy speaking a surveyor 
and draftsman, is Utrod to give tines and 
levels and and curves, together with 
plats and drawings, the same as a chemist or as- 
sayer is required to give analyses in his busi- 
ness. Of course, the work of an engineer isa 
noble work, and an absolute necessity, but be- 
—— this there is . they can learn or 

now b what is matter of judgment and opin- 
ion, and whith is in common with mechanics or 
any other man. After the survey. and platting, 
and drawing, comes the work of the contractors, 
who grade, and excavate, and blast their way 
through bills and mountains, constantly on the 
alert to moet and overcome unseen difficulties; 
and then the builders, who construct the bridges 
and structures, and the mechanics who build the 
ponderous engines for operating the road. How 
can an engineer know concerning the work to 
be done, or of the strength, and rer: and 
durability of materials as well as the skilled 
workers themselves? He can only know as he 
learns from them. But now it has come to pass 
that the presuming and usurping guild of civil 
engineers attempt to ignore and override 
not only projectors and workers, but the com- 
mon sense of the community also. The fact is 
that no great work such as the Suez Canal, 
Ocean Telegraph, the Pacific Railway, or the 
like, have ever been projected or carried 
through by professional civil engineers. Neither 
has there been any great inventions, or discov- 
eries, or improvements made by them. Had the 
progress of our race been dependent on civil 
engineers of the modern stamp, thejmails would 
be carried on the backs of Indians, the only 
means of travel and transportation would be 
army shoes and pack mules; navigation would 
be confined to dug-outs, and tel ing wou 
never have got beyond handkere flirta . 

While speaking of the progress of various pur- 
suits I wanted to add that architecture was also 
progressing, but the thought of the fantastic 
Government buildings all over the land, of re- 
cent contsruction, notably the New York Post- 
Office, and the Department buildings of the War 
and Navy at Washington, and the many deficient 
foundations, and tne shaky tumble-down struct- 
ures in our cities,—great buiidings dependent on 
adjoining build to hold them up.—I say 
thought of these as compared with older archi- 
tecture as discouraged the inclination to 
architects among the pro ves. 

But it was not to urge the conduit project as 
an immedtate work, or to criticize oivil engin- 
eers, that I sat down to Write; therefore I Will 
only make this brief mention and leave those 
topics till a more convenient geasason. What 1 
do desire to say is to urge the use of the canal 
for immediate temporary drainage. I Stil main- 
tain that the canal, as it is, is quite sufficient for 
that purpose. There is nothing to do but to open 
the sluices and gates at Lockpp and let the 
water go. That is, until the open of naviga- 
tion. When this is done, if the water all runs 
out of the canal and it is not replaced by water 
trom the Chicago River I wili have to admit that 
this proposition is idiotic. But if the water 
from the river flows into the void created in 
the canal by opening the gates, then that 
must again be replaced from the lake, 
and thus a current will be established. 
Then as the sediment becomes washed 
out of the canal, that current will be increased 
and as northerly winds prevail, the current wil 
be still more increased. Now I do hope that Mr. 
Thomas will not rush into print to assert. and 
attempt to prove that water will not run down 
hill against the wind as he did last winter, until 
this pian has been thoroughiy tried. Let the 
gates be opened to the bottom of the canal, and 
not merely at the surtace. It may be said that 
this process would interfere with running the 
milis at Lockport, or damage the structures of 
the canal, or perhaps flood certain tracts before 
reaching the river below Joliet. Weil, the mills 
can stop, the structures of the canal can be re- 
paired if injured, and a channel can be opened 
to obviate any overflow. if any. Of course this 
will not create such a current in the Chicago 
Kiver as there should be, but it will be better 
than none. There are some weeks yet before 
navigation opens, which can be improved in this 
way. ‘Then, when navigation begins, the flow 
can be checked, though still left to the utmost 
that is consistent with navigation. Butif the 
milis at Lockport are of more consequence 
in the estimation of the canal author- 
ities than the health and comfort and well-being 
of the inhabitants of a great city, then there 
will be no drainage through the canal. Then 
the city must bear up under the present and the 
rapidly-increasing nuisance until the independ- 
ent channel can be constructed. in the mean- 
time let us hope that cholera or any such dread 
disease may pot visit the city. Those of us who 
passed through the sad scenes of the terribie 
Visitation in W and 50 would dread to be in Chi- 
cago during a similar visitation with the river in 
in its present condition. 

A ship-canal, as previously stated, 200 feet 
wide and fifty feet deep, if uuder the same man- 

agement or policy as at present, would answer 
no bet ter purpose as a means of drainage than 
the present cunal. How could it? I a dead 
level is to be maintained between Chicago River 
and Lockport in a sbip-canal, as is done at pres- 
ent, by holding the water at Lockport, where 
will be the difference in the matter of drainage 
between a ship-canal and the present canal? 
A eurrent for drainage can only be pro- 
duced by an outtiow ut Lock if whore 
is any good reason why the water should be held 
at Lock port now, the same reason will be just as 
good then. The level will be the same in either 
case, and it will be just as necessary to maintain 
that level in one case as the other. But I see no 
reason why the water shouid be held now any 
more than in a sbip—or rather steamboat— 
canal. Or. were a lock to be constructed at 
Hridyeport and the water of the river-pumped 
into the canal and still held at Leckport, drain- 
age would not be accom . mow could it 
be, unless, perhaps, it again be pum from the 
canal into the plaines at Willow Springs? 
What is wanted is a different canal management. 
Let the sluices and ae be opened. Let the

And Denies in Detail that He Knew Any- 
thing of the Killing. 


Several Other Witnesses Testify as to Unim- 


Both Sides Rest Their Case—The Arguments of the 
Lawyers to Be Made To-Day. 


The Johansen murder case entered upon its 
fourth day yesterday morning in the Criminal 
Court. 


ANDREW ANDERSON 
was recalled by the defense, and examined aa to 
his testimony before the Coroner's Jury. He had 
sworn that the last he saw of Johansen and 
Hultgren July3 was at the end of the Indiana 
street car-line. He did not know which way they 
went, but they said they were going to Storm's, 
where they boarded. Witness drank with them 
in a saloon before he parted with them. 
MES. ANDERSON 

was recalied, and said that she had testified be- 
fore the Coroner's Jury that Hjiltgren had told 
ber that he got the $25 given to her husband to 
keep from Sweden. 

Mr. Starkey, the Court reporter, was called, 
and testified that nothing had been said before 
the Coroner's Jury in reference to the money 
having been gotten from Sweden by either Mr. 
or Mrs. Anderson. The notes taken were read 
to bim, which he said were correct, and which 
showed that Mr. Anderson had testified at the 
first hearing that the last he saw of Hultgren 
and Johansen, July 3, they were going south on 
Western avenue toward Storm's house. 

MR. PRINCE 
was recailod and testified as to the locality 
where the defendant was last seen with the 
mu an, that if they were going 
south they were going away from the scene of 
the murder. 

Mr. Miller, one of the attorneys for the de- 
fendant, was called and shown a map to locate 
Storms house and the railroad flagman’s 
shanty. 

CLAUS HULTGREN, THE DEFENDANT, 
was next called, and testified through an inter- 
preter, Mr. Lundburg. His full name was Claus 
Albert Hultgren; he was born in Sweden, and 
was @ years old. He lived in Sweden until 
March 18, 1880, when he left for this country. 
He was a tanner by trade; lived with his parents 
until he was 18 years oid,—weut to school and 
worked around the house. His father was a 
Sergeantin the army at his home. He had 
worked most of the time in Sweden, and named 
the several persons he had worked for. He had 
been a member of a church, and had never been 
arrested before coming to this country, 

a suit of any i § kind. Had 
the deceased in Sweden for several 
years, and they had been comrades, and 
there had never been any trouble between 
them. They bad always been good friends, and 
had together. Started for America 
with Johansen March 19, 1880, as emigrants, the 
tickets cost 165 crowns, and bei through 
to Chicago. On — An they lived and slept 
together, and reached Chicago together by rail. 
When he reached New York he had 30 crowns in 
cash andadraft for 70 crowns. Witness was 
shown the draft, and identified it and his in- 
dorsement on back of it. The draft had 
been cashed in New York and the money paid 
to him, and when he reached Chicago he had 
just $22 in his pocket, He was not sure whether 
he bad any relatives in this country, but 
thought he had two cousins at Rockford, III. 
Mrs. Storms, living in this city, was a cousin, 
and Mrs. Hoims, whohad testified, was the only 
— livigg in the country that he knew of who 
new him in Sweden. Reaching Chicago, he went 
to the Hotei Danmark, and from there he 
went to Mr. Storm’s to board, gettin 
work the second day he was bere. He worke 
for a railroad and received about $38, and next 
was employed at a tannery, where he earned 
about $19. He paid Storm 816 for board, and 
another person about $7, which covered all he 
bad paid except $i to the hotel. Had kept his 
savings in a valise at Storm’s. Witness was 
shown the valise, which contained a lot of cloth- 
ing, etc. He showed a pocket ip an undersbirt 
found in the valise where he bad kept his money. 
He did not know where Johansen had kept his 
money, anc all the money witness had spent ex- 
cept for his board was 75 cents for a coat, and 
$1.50 for a pair of shoes. The clothes he had on 
had been given him after his arrest. He bad 

ALWAYS HAD MONEY TO PAY HIS BOARD, 
and when lea Storm's he paid him up and 
took his money with him, which amounted to $30 
—six $5 bills, and some ones. Had given Jo- 
hansen $8 in silver and a $2 bill for two $6 bills, 
July 8, but did not notice whether any of the 
bills were patched or not. He left Storm’s 
that day between 9 and 10 o'clock, drank some, 
and met Johansen between 6 and 7 o'clock in the 
evening after be bad quit work, and they drank 
together; did not know that Johansen had been 
paid off. When he met Johansen a Mr. Oisen 
was with him, but be refused to drink anything. 
Witness had drank both beer and whisky dur- 

the day,—about three giasses ofeach. He 
left Jobansen in the saloon, but joined hima 
few minutes later on the sidewalk, where they 
parted. Johansen said he was going to buy a 
shirt and pair of shoes, and then go to his board- 
ing-house. Witness went, so far as be knew, in 
an opposit direction from Jobansen. He drank 
more after leaving him, but did not know where 
or with whom, nor which way Johansen went. 
He did ‘not see Johansen again during 
the night. Witness slept in a barn that 
night, but did not know where it was. 
He was sick the next morning (Sunday), and got 
out of the barn window at an early hour, and 
after strolling around found a saloon and took 
a drink of whisky. He stopped in the vicinity 
during the day, except that he went down to the 
Hotel Danmark in the forenoon. and was drink- 
ing. Sunday night he slept under a shanty oc- 
copied by Mr. Anderson, and Monday be walked 
around, drinking a little, and stopped at Ander- 
son's house that night. Anderson told him that 


de was short of money, and witness loaned him 


$25, but he did not notice that anyof the bills 
Were marked or ted, and he did not think 
that Anderson did. The $18 be brought from 
Sweden was a part of the and he told Ander- 
son of it at the time. He gave him the money 
at thesbanty. The next time he saw Johansen 
he was dead,—this was Wednesday night. He 
Aid not recognize the body at first, because it 
was dark, but upon a light being made he rec- 
ogpized it. He had never been at the artesian- 
well, and did not know where it was The wit- 
ness was then asked, direct: 


“pip YOU KILL JOHANSON ?” 


The effect of the question was to somewhat 
excite the witness. His face became flushed, 
his lips quivered, and his eyes, which had before 
been vacantly staring at the Judge and jury, ap- 
parently dropped. But after some hesitation he 
auswered with a guttural sound and a shake of 
the head, which was interpreted to be No!“

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SERVANTS’ COMMISSIONS. 
New York Tribune. 

It has been reported that butlers and other 
serv ants, who buy provisions for families and 
clubs, make a practice of exacting from the 
dealers of whom they buy a certain sum of 
money per month or a percentage of the pur- 
chases as a compensation for their custom. A 
Tribune reporter recently asked many dealers 
about the truth of the statement. The first 
piace visited was Fulton Market. A number of 
deaiers there said that they were not called on 
to give any percentage to stewards or servants, 
as they dealt principally with hotels, and always 
directly with the proprietors. One large dealer 
in produce, however, admitted his acquaintance 
with the practice, but would not talk about the 
matter for fear of injuring his trade. In Wash- 
ington Market several dealers positively denied 
that they ever paid servants for their employers’ 
custom, but said they knew the practice was 
general in the uptown shops. The serv- 
ants of the rich families, they said, did 
not buy extensively at their market, as it was 
so far away. They aiso said that they sold at 
lower rates than the shopkeepers in ‘the 
uptown avenues end streets, and so could 
not afford to give any commissions for custom. 
A prominent provision dealer in Tompkins Mar- 
ket denied that he ever gave servants a com- 
mission, and did not think the practice was gen- 
eralin the market.
